The objections and suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft rules before 
the expiry of the period so-specifxed will be considered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (...Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. in the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, in Rule 37 B,— 

(i) in Sub-rule (1), in Clause (a),— 

the words “or the advertisement”, shall be deleted. 

(ii) in Sub-rule (2),— 

(a) the words “and any advertisement”, “and/or the advertisement” occurring in the sub-rule shall be 
deleted. 

(b) after the words “Infant Milk Substitute” wherever occurring the words “or infant,food’ ’ shall be inserted.
